COLLAR: With B and 6 mm needles cast on 5 sts 

1st row: Kl . Inc 1 st m next st Knit to last 2 sts Inc 1 st tn next st 

Kl. 

2nd row: Knit 

Repeat these 2 rows to 1 7 sts on needle 

Next row; (Outer edge:) K 1 . Inc 1 st in next st. Kmt to end of row 

Next row: Knit 

Repeat last 2 rows to 23 sts on needle 

Commue even in garter st (knit every row) uniif collar from 
beginning measures 1 3 ins (33 cm) ending at outer edge 
Next row: Kl K2tog* Knit lo end of row 
Next row: Knit, 

Repeal last 2 rows to T 7 sts on needle. 

Next row: Kl K2tog. Knrno last 3 sts K2tog. Kl. 

Next row: Knit 

Repeat last 2 rows to 5 sis on needle- Cast off. 

Sew inside edge of cottar evenly around neck edge. Sew zipper in 
posiuon. Fold collar in half as illustrated. Do not press.
